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UNDOF mandate extended 

UNITED NATIONS, May 30 (R) - The Security Council today 
approved a six-month extension of the mandate of the U.N. 
Disengagement Observer Force (UNDOF) between the Syrian 
and Israeli armies on the Golan Heights. The vote in the 15- 
member council was 14 in favour, with China not participating. 
The current mandate of the force, established in May, 1974, and 
now numbering nearly 1,300 troops from Austria, Canada, Fin- 
land and Poland, was due to expire tomorrow. Syria and Israel 
both had agreed to the extension and the council's endorsement 
was largely a formality. In a report to the council earlier this week , 
secretary General Kurt Waldheim said the JSftuaiion in the 
Israeli -Syrian sector had been quiet and without serious incident. 
He repeated earlier warnings, however, that the situation in the 
Middle East as a whole remained potentially dangerous until a 
comprehensive peace settlement was worked out.

PARIS, May 30 (Agencies) — 
Pope John Paul arrived in Paris 
today and launched a campaign to 
end a fall of confidence in the 
French church, telling Catholics to 
be proud of their faith. 

“Recognise your dignity,” he 
told a huge crowd at the Place de 
la Concorde. 

The white-robed pontiff said he 
had come to France, where atten- 
dances at church and the numbers 
of priests have slumped in recent 
years, “to encourage you on the 
way of the gospel.” 

. The pope, who is on a four-day 
visit, is the first pope to set foot on 
French soil since Pius VII was 
released in 1 8 1 4 after two years as 
a prisoner of Napoleon 
Bonaparte. 

Welcoming . the pope. Pres- 
ident Valery Giscard cTEstaing 
praised him for "the simplicity, 
the humanity and the radiant, con- 
fident faith which has already 
marked your pontificate.” 

The pope later celebrated a sol- 
emn hymn of thanksgiving, in the 
presence of church and state lead- 


clerics to Europe, the mosque said 
in a communique today. 

The Pope is due to meet with 
leaders of non-Catholic Christian 
churches in France earlier tomor- 
row, and with the grand Rabbi of. 
France, Jacob Kaplan, on Sunday.

Expelled West Bankers 
to meet Pope in Paris

PAJUS, May 30 - The three Palestinian leaders expelled from the 
Hebron area of the Israeli-occupied West Bank were expected to 
meet here later today or tomorrow with the visiting Pope John Paul 

Tentative plans for the meeting with the Pope were disclosed by 
one of the three. Mayor Mohammad Milhem of Halhoul, in a 
telephone call from Paris to the Jordan Times correspondent in 
New York. 

Mr. Milhem and his colleagues. Mayor Fahd Qawasmi of Heb- 
ron and Sheikh Rajah Tamtou, the Islamic judge of Hebron, 
arrived here yesterday from Geneva. They are touring Europe and 
North America to draw world attention to Israeli practices in the 
occupied territories, following their summary expulsion from the 
West Bank on May 3. 

The three leaders spoke at a press conference in Paris today, as 
guests of the Arab journalists* league in the French capital. They 
also had lunch with Arab League officials. 

Tonight, the three leaders were due to meet representatives or 
French political parties, although Mr. Milhem said they had no 
plans to meet senior French officials such as President Giscard 
d’Estaing. 

Last night, the three notables met with the French Palestine 
Solidarity Committee. 

During their visit to Geneva, Mayors Qawasmi and Milhem gave i 
several hours* testimony each before the United Nations Human , 
Rights Commission, and to the special committee investigating J 
Israeli practices to the occupied territories, which includes mem- 
bers from Sri Lanka and Senegal and is chaired by Mr. Borut j 
Bohte of Yugoslavia. 

Mr. Milhem told the Jordan limes that he was pleased with the j 
results of the Geneva visit and grateful for the chance to give 
testimony about the “continuing Israeli aggression against West 
Bank Palestinians.” He said two Israeli delegates were present at 
the special committee session at which they testified. 

The testimony before the two U.N. committees to Geneva fol- 
lowed the dramatic appearance by the three men last week before 
the U.N. Security Connell to New York. After hearing (he two 
mayors describe the circumstances of their expulsion by the 
Israelis, the Security Council voted 14-0, with the United Slates 
abstaining, to condemn the expulsions and to demand that Israel 
re-admit the three men to their homeland. 

The three leaders are doe to leave Paris Saturday evening for 
London, where they expect to meet with Arab ambassadors and 
with a special committee of the British House of Commons. 

They are due to return to New York on Tuesday night, and to go 
on to Washington on Wednesday.

ANKARA, May 30 (R) - At least 
1 1 people were killed to Turkey 
today to growing violence set off 
by the killing of a leading right- 
wing politidan three days ago. 

A soldier and a policeman were 
killed by unknown gunmen in 
Istanbul and rwo policemen were 
shot dead in the western resort city 
of Izmir. 

In the town of Merzifow, right- 
ist militants set fire to dozens of 
shops and the governor declared a 
curfew until dawn tomorrow. 

Today's killings brought the 
death toll to 40 since Gun Sazak. 
deputy chairman of the tor-right 
Nationalist Movement Party 
(NMP) was shot outride his Ank- 
ara borne on Tuesday. 

About 50,000 extreme right- 
wing Turks, chanting “God is 
Great,” staged a massive show of 
force at his funeral ceremony here 
surrounded by the heaviest milit- 
ary security seen to years. 

While left and right-wing politi- 
cians accused each other of incit- 
ing a popular uprising, tension and 
tempers to many towns today were 
at the highest pitch to memory.

Three people were killed in a 
political clash in Istanbul today, a 
leftist organisation's leader was 
shot dead in Kutaftyga, one person 
died in a clash between students 
and police to Eskisehir and rwo 
policemen were shot dead in the 
town of Corum. 

The Co rum shooting happened 
shortly before the start of a day- 
light curfew imposed after a night 
of rioting by right-wing militants 
who burned down about 50 shops 
owned by people known to hold 
left-of-centre views. One person 
was killed and 10 were wounded 
during the riots, which brought 
yesterday's death toll nationwide 
to 15, the same as the previous 
day.

Begin warns of shelving

TEL AVIV, May 30 (AP) - Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin today said 
Israel would not complete the next 
stage of its withdrawal from the Sinai 


Peninsula if Egypt fails to sign an 
agreement establishing an inter- 
national supervisory force for the area, 
Israel Radio reported.

The chairman of the NMP, 
former Col.Alpaslan Turkes, 
accused the opposition leader and 
former premier Mr. Bulent 
Ecevii.of provoking underground 
communist groups to kill rightists 
in the hope of starting a civil war. 

Mr. Ecevit re toned that the 
NMP had supported rightist 
extremists who "are attempting a 
rehearsal for a nationwide upris- 
ing." 


A spokesman for Mr. Begin 
refused to confirm the reports 
which said the prime minister 
made the remarks to a meeting of 
the parliamentary foreign affairs 
and security committee, whose 
deliberations are secret. 

According to the Israel-Egypt 
peace treaty, an international 
force was to becreated to super- 
vise the buffer zone between 
Israeli and Egyptian Forces in 
Sinai when Israel pulled its troops 
back to the At Arish-Ras 
Muhammad line last January. 
When the United Nations Security 
Council tailed to establish the 
force, the two sides started joint 
patrols of the area, aided by 
American and U.N. observers. 

But Mr. Begin's spokesman 
emphasised that Egypt has yet to 
agree to an international force as 
stipulated in the treaty. “Egypt 
has not agreed," he said. "There is 
no supervision agreement.” 

Israel's next withdrawal is 
scheduled for April 1982, when 
Israeli troops are to pull back an 
additional 80 kilometres eastward 
to the Palestinian international 
frontier. 

* A government source down- 
played the importance of the 
alleged remarks, and noted that if 
the radio report were correct, Mr. 
Begin's statement should not be 
interpreted as an attempt to pres- 
sure Egypt. “After all, we’re talk- 
ing about something that's two 
years away," he said. 

Israeli and Egyptian militap' 
officials have been engaged in 
extensive negotiations on the issue 
of the multinational force, but 
neither side's proposals have been 
accepted by the other. 

In Cairo. Egypt’s foreign minis- 
ter, Gen. Kama! Hassan Aii, said 
Cairo had “no comment" to make 
on the Israeli Radio report but 
added the subject would be taken 
up with Ambassador Eiiahu Ben 
Elissar. 

Meanwhile, it was reported 
from Paris that President Sadat 
had informed European leaders 
that any Middle East peace initia- 
tive should stay within the 
framework of the Camp David 
accords. 

He said in an imerview with the 
Paris-based International Herald 
Tribune, published today, that if 
the Europeans sought a new for- 
mula. such as United Natrons 
resolution on a Palestinian state. 
Israel was likely to use the move to 
avoid concrete negotiations on the 
Palestinian issue, the newspaper 
said. The Europeans should con- 
tinue to seek Palestinian aut- 
onomy, he was quoted as saying. 

Mr. Sadat said he expected a 
continued lull in the negotiations 


with Israel, but he did expect more 
European involvement in the 
peace process. Such an initiative is 
reportedly in preparation now, 
following the passing of the May 
26 Camp David deadline. 

“Any act from this (European) 
side should add to Camp David, 
not be against Camp David ” he 
was quoted as saying.

King Khaled to pay 
June visit to Bonn 

BONN, May 30 (R)— King Khaled of Saudi Arabia will pay a four- 
day visit to Bonn to the middle of June for talks with the West 
German government, informed sources said today. He will probably 
arrive on June 1 6 although a final dare has not been fixed, the sources 
said. 

Main issues for discussion here are expected to be the Middle East 
problem and the stalled Israeli-Egyptian talks on Palestinian aut- 
onomy. 

King Khaled’ $ state visit here will be his first to West Germany, 
since he succeeded King Faisal in 1975. A long-standing invitation 
was renewed by West German President Karl Carstens last year, the 
sources said. Official announcement of the dates is expected next 
week. 

The timing of the visit will enable King Khaled to confer with 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt and other West German leaders only 
days after the next Common Market summit in Venice and just 
before the summit of major western industrialised countries at the 
same venue on June 22 and 23. 

West Germany has already indicated that it expects the Common 
Market's Venice meeting to affirm the Palestinians' right to self- 
determination. 

TTiis and other points are likely to be included to a community 
position paper to be prepared for the second Venice summit, when 
West European leaders are expected to discuss the Middle East 
problem with President Carter.

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Beyond repair 

THE STRUCTURAL flaws in the American-engineered 
Camp David “peace process" have long been exposed for 
all ro see, but it now appears that the damage is far beyond 
repair. 

That is the only possible conclusion to be reached from 
Israeli Prime Minister Menachem Begin’s latest unilateral 
bid to renege on yet another phase of Israel’s withdrawal 
from occupied Sinai. 

Yet, at the same time as Mr. Begin is thus defiantly 
throwing another spanner into the works, his “peace 
partner,” President Sadat, is declaiming that the Camp 
David framework is the only feasible approach to peace in 
the Middle East. 

In an almost classic non sequitur, Mr. Sadat argues this 
on the grounds that any new peace initiative, such as that 
which is expected from the European Community, could be 
used by Israel to avoid concrete negotiations on the Pales- 
tinian issue. 

Mr. Sadat should be the first to realise that the entire 
Camp David scheme, as devised by Israel and the U.S., has 
itself proved to be the greatest obstacle to such “concrete 
negotiations” on the Palestinian issue. 

Indeed, by sidestepping the central component of that 
issue — the legitimate quest of the Palestinians for self- 
determination in a state of their own -- the Camp David 
formula has given Israel carte blanche to evade altogether 
its historic responsibilities with regard to the Palestinian 
problem: rather than being predicated on an immediate 
withdrawal of the illegal Israeli military occupation of the 
Palestinian homeland — long accepted as the minimum 
requirement even for discussions about peace, much less 
for peace itself — the Camp David accords have opened the 
way to a strengthening of the Israeli military and civilian 
presence in the occupied territories. 

Should Mr. Sadat need any verification of these 
regrettable consequences of his peace initiative, he need 
only look at the latest Israeli foot-dragging over withdrawal 
from Sinai and ask. himself what thaL protends for the 
prospects of any Israeli withdrawal from the West Bank 
and Gaza. 

Even without Camp David, Israel would have had to 
concede Sinai as the sovereign territory of another state 
occupied by military force. The Israelis had no biblical or 
other bogus historical claims to sovereignty there; their 
only interest in Sinai was strategic, and that was easily 
mitigated by obtaining Egypt’s capitulation under the 
Camp David treaty. 

Such is clearly not the case with the West Bank or even 
Gaza. But by applying the same criteria there as in Sinai, 
and compounding that sin by introducing the totally mean- 
ingless concept of “autonomy" for the other occupied 
areas, the Camp David accords would rule out even a 
semblance of the type of return to legal Arab sovereignty 
for the West Bank and Gaza that is envisioned (in drawn- 
out stages) for Sinai. 

At a time when it looks like he might not even get Sinai 
back after all, it is shameful for Mr. Sadat to be arguing that 
only Camp David offers any prospect for progress in resol- 
ving the national issue at stake in the West Bank and Gaza 
as well. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 

AL RAT: The statement issued by the British parliamentary deleg- 
ation just before leaving Amman on Thursday is the strongest chal- 
lenge of its kind yet made by European public figures against Ameri- 
can practices with regard to the Middle East crisis. 

The statement announced explicitly that the European initiative 
should promptly make its appearance on the scene, even if not 
bucked by the U.S. Furthermore, the statement went so far as publ- 
icly to assert the necessity of preventing Washington from dealing 
alone with the crisis, because it is not satisfactorily or positively 
involved in the Middle East as maker of genuine peace. 

The British parliamentarians rejected in advance any attempt 
that may be made by the U.S. to freeze the issue pending the result of 
i the American presidential elections, because, they said, peace is 
more important than any domestic political considerations. 

This means that the difficulty of presidential politics, which is 
among the main reasons for the longstanding neglect of the issue,is 
no longer considered an acceptable excuse by many of Britain's 
decision makers. Washington is about to come up against this Euro- 
pean attitude for the first time. 

Another thing can be concluded from the British par- 
liamentarians' statement: that Washington is no longer the one that 
defines Western positions, and that the key to the Middle East issue is 
not in America's hands— contrary to what the Egyptian regime would 
like to make the Arabs believe. 

The position of the British may signal a similar strong attitude to 
be adopted by the EEC countries at their forthcoming conference in 
Venice.

and human exchanges for better 
understanding.”

in 1979 accounted for 19 per cent 
of Japan's aggregate exports and 
imports in value terms and was the 
source of 76.8 per cent of its oil 
supplies. 

He said Japan was actively 
extending economic and technical 
assistance to the countries of the 
region “in response to their 
requests for aid in their nation- 
building efforts.” 

On the question of peace in the 
Middle East, Mr. Okita said Japan 
believed that peace must be “just, 
lasting and comprehensive." and 
that it should be achieved 
“through early and complete 
implementation of United 
Nations Security Council Resol- 
utions 242 and 338 and the rec- 
ognition of and respect for the 
legitimate rights of the Palestinian 
people, including the right of 
self-determination." 

Further, he said, “all possible 
avenues to peace, should explored, 
taking into account the aspirations 
of all the peoples concerned in the 
Middle East and the legitimate 
security requirements of the coun- 
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tries of the region.” 

Specifically, he added, Japan 
maintain^ “that the withdrawal of 
Israel from all the territories 
occupied in 1967, including East 
Jerusalem, and the participation 
of the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation (PLO) in the peacemaking 
process, are indispensable to the 
early realisation of peace.” 

He said Japan also maintains 
that “the establishment of set- 
tlements by Israel in the occupied 
territories is illegal and cannot be 
recognised.” 

Mr. Okita said Japan considers 
the PLO to be the representative 
of the Palestinian people “and 
thus m aintains a dialogue with the 
PLO." 

On the basis of Japan’s relations 
based on interdependence with 
the Middle East countries, Mr. 
Okita told JNA, “Japan intends to 
continue working for the mainte- 
nance and promotion of friendly 
and cooperative relations with 
these countries, while at the same 
.time f ulfillin g its political and 
economic role in the international 
community."

Josephine Santos Tajter: still creating 
after a lifetime of work and teaching

DAMASCUS — It may come as a 
surprise to westerners, but as early 
as a half century ago women held 
professional jobs in Syria. Mrs. 
Josephine Santos Tajer was one of

them. 

In 193 3 Mrs. Tajer held the dis- 
tinction of being the first woman 
teacher of handicrafts m Damas- 
cus schools. She retired from 
teaching in 1963, but she con- 
tinues to produce crafts which she- 
sells from her home in the Sba’Jan 
neighbourhood of Damascus. 

Upon entering her home, the 
visitor is struck by a lifetime 
accumulation of crafts, ornate 
figurine lamps of the 1930s, 
hand-tooled copper and metal 
boxes, trays and plates, decorated 
wood screens and wall plaques. 

Bom in 1911, Josephine was 
one of six daughters of an Aleppo 
judge, Mumtaz Santos, who 
moved to Damascus in the early 
■30s. At St. Joseph’s School for 
Girls in Aleppo she studied arts 
and handicrafts. A framed cer- 
tificate occupies a prominent 
place on the dining room wall stat- 
ing she took first prize in wood 
etching in the National Syrian 
Crafts Contest of 1929. 

Upon finishing her schooling. 
Miss Santos accepted interior 
decorating assignments and with 
the proceeds she purchased 
equipment for an exhibition in the 
Omayyad Hotel the first one- 
woman exhibition ever in Damas-

cus. The year was 1933. 

The exhibit featured wood fur- 
niture which she had burned and 
etched with designs not unlike 
the Louis XIV style, stained 
gjass, tooled leather and copper 
work. 

Not only did she receive a spe- 
cial medal of comendation but 
also an offer to begin the first 
handicrafts school for girls in 
Syria. Her parents did not object 
to her holding a salaried job, they 
encouraged her to do so and also 
admonished her for snobbism. 

It seems she had been asked to 
teach orphan ned girls in a school 
which today has been restored as 
the Ayyubid Bimaristan Al 
Nureddin, a 12th century hospital 
that is a museum of medicine and 
science. 

As she recalls it, the then-young 
society woman did not cherish the 
prospect of teaching impoverished 
orphans. Her father admonished 
her with the comment that if she 
wanted to teach her crafts, she 
must be willing to teach the poor 
as well as the rich. 

In 1935 the school was moved 
to Maktab ‘ Ambar in the Old city. 
It had a total enrolment of 300 
girls. Instruction was divided into 
morning classes for resident 
orphans and afternoon sessions 
for preparatory school srudents. 

Mrs. Tajer says it wasn’t 
unusual for women to be in the 
teaching profession five decades 
ago, but generally women taught 
French, history, cooking, house- 
keeping, art and handicrafts, 
which she pioneered. 


In answer to a further question, 
she said the majority of women 
teachers were Muslim. 

The curriculum for orphaned 
girls in the 1930s offered hand- 
icrafts and sewing in elementary 
grades so that by the time they 
reached preparatory school they 
had a speciality. At the time cn 
graduation, they had six years 
training in a specific skill: leather, 
copper or wood work, embroidery 
or tailoring. 

In 1936, Josephine met a mer- 
chant who asked her to many him. 
But he did not want her to work 
after marriage. Already a lib- 
erated woman, she said she would 
leave him, she would leave 100 
potential husbands before she 
would give up the freedom of pur- 
suing a career outside the home. 
She won. 

After 30 years of teaching, she 
retired and promptly held her sec- 
ond solo exhibition, in 1963. Since 
then, she has continued to practice 
her craft, mainly making copper, 
silver and metal ornamental 
boxes. These are often seen at 
Damascus wedding displays of 
gifts. 

A unique design which she still 
makes on commission, is a 
wooden clothes rack for children 
(see photo). The original was 
made for her grandchildren, now 
adults. Anyone wishing to order 
speciality items from Mrs. Tajer 
can phone her at 337-823.

L/.S. index indicates record fall 

WASHINGTON, May 30 (R)--Empharic evidence of an 
economic recession in the United States emerged today in figures 
published by the government. An index designed to show where 
the U.S. economy is heading plunged by a record 4.8 per cent in 
April, according to the figures. 

The April fall in the index of leading indicators, which is a 
composite of statistics on various sectors of the economy, was the 
sharpest since a three per cent decline in September 1974 when 
the United States was suffering from its last major economic 
recession. ■ 

The Commerce Department, which issued the April index, 
said the decline reflected falls in all 1 1 of the economic sectors for 
which data were available. The April decrease brought one index 
to 126.3 per cent of its 1967 base, the department said. 

This week the Federal Reserve cut its discount lending rate, 
which is what it charges member banks to borrow from it, to 12 
per cent from 13 per cent. 

Mr. Carter, campaigning in Ohio yesterday, said the United 
States was “turning the tide" in the economic as well as energy 
and foreign policy fields. 

Textile trade meeting debates accord renewal 

BRUSSELS, May 30 (R)--Renewal of a world agreement on 
textiles trade is threatened by conflicting views of the developed 
and developing countries, delegates to a conference in Brussels 
said yesterday. 

The three-day meeting, which ended yesterday was organ- 
ised by the Paris- based International Chamber of Commerce as 
an exchange of views, and was not a formal negotiating session. 
Delegates from 31 countries took part. 

Speakers from the Third World argued that the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (GATT) multifibre arrangement 
which allows their exports to grow at six per cent a year, was too 
restrictive and was being abused by importing nations. 

Delegates from developed countries called for tougher restr- 
ictions to protect their own textile industries when the accord 
comes up for renegotiation next year. 

The president of the U.S. textile policy committee. Mr. Wil- 
liam Klopman, said there were fears for 700,000 jobs in America 
if imports continued to grow at the present rate. 

Dr. S.A. Abas, an official of the United Nations Conference on 
Trade and Development, put the developing countries' point of 
view. 

He said that unemployment in developed countries' clothing 



industries resulted more from improvements in technology than 
from the effects of imports, in any case these came not only from 
the Third World but also from other developed countries, he said. 

W. Germany's trade deficit worsens 

BONN, May 30 (Rj— West Germany's current account balance of 
payments went further Into the red in April, according to official 
provisional figures issued today. It showed a deficit of 1.8 billion 
marks (S1.0 billion) after a shortfall of 1.3 billion marks (S730 
million) in March. 

The figures include trade in goods as well as invisibles such as 
insurance and tourism and capital movements. They show a 
deficit in the first four months of this year twice as large as in 
January-April 1979. 

The balance of trade, a major pillar supporting the West Ger- 
man economy and long the envy of most other industrialised 
countries, has also continued to deteriorate. 

Exports exceeded imports in the first four months of 1980 by 
four million marks (S2.2 million ), less than a third of the surplus 
chalked up in the same period last year. 

Finance Minisfer Hans Malthoefer's shon-tenr, answer to the 
payments problem is a joint strategy of borrowing abroad and 
digging into currency reserves. In April he arranged a loan from 
Saudi Arabia worth some three billion marks (SI. 7 billion) and 
said he was confident West Germany could turn to Saudi .Arabia 
again later this year if need be. 

Japan’s consumer prices rise 7.7% 

TOKYO, May 30 (APt— Consumer prices in Japan rose 1.7 per 
cent in April from the March figure and 8.4 per cent from the 
corresponding month of 1979. the Prime Minister's office 
announced today. The nationwide consumer pries index was 
136.2 with 1975 equalling 100. it said. The bureau said the 
year-to-year pace of increase was the sharpest since August 1 977. 

Meanwhile, consumer prices in the Tokyo area continued to 
rise in May with an increase of 0.7 per cent over April and 7.7 per 
cent over the year before, mainly because of a hike in public 
utilities charges, it said. The index stood at 137.9 

Unemployment in Japan declined to 1.18 million in April 
from 1.24 million in March, the Prime Minister's statistics bureau 
announced today. Unemployment in the corresponding month of 
1979 was 1.24 million in added. 

The announcement said the jobless rate before seasonal 
adjustments in April was 2.1 per cent, down 0.1 per cent from 
March and from the corresponding month of a year ago. 


Good U.S., Europe weather 
to boost world wheat crop 


& 


ROME, May 30 (API - Recent 
favourable weather in the United 
States and Western Europe 
should help boost world wheat 
production above last years 
reduced harvest, the United 
Nations Food and Agriculture 
Organisation (FAO) said today. 

A world crop report by the 
FAO noted difficulties for farmers 
in Latin America and warned of 
the danger of an upsurge of crop 
destroying locusts in Africa unless 
adequate control measures were 
taken. 

The report forecast a 1980 
world wheat crop of 456 million 
tons, 31 million tons, or seven per 
cent above the 1979 harvest. 
Coarse grains output was esti- 
mated at 765 million tons, 18 mil- 
lion tons, or rwo per cent more 
than last year. 

Rains' in recent months 
favoured crops in north and cen- 
tral Africa, but the outlook is 
uncertain for most east African 
countries owing ro a late start of 
the crucial summer rains and to 
drought in southern Ethiopia. In 
southern Africa, heavy April rains 
were too late to benefit crops 
affected by prolonged drought 
and most countries are now har- 
vesting small crops. 

The report noted increased 
activity by two species of locusts in 


Africa and said control operations 
are under way in Egypt. Sudan 
and Saudi Arabia against the 
desert locust. 

For the first time since the last 
major plague of 1928 to 1941, 
swarms of African migratory 
locusts have persisted through the 
dry season with breeding noted in 
the Donga valley in eastern 
Nigeria. “Unless effective control 
operations are organised rapidly, ■ 
a new upsurge may develop,” the 
FAO said. 

In Latin America, excessive 
rains disrupted spring harvests in 
Argentina and Brazil while 
drought has affected southern 
Bolivia as well as gram prospects 
for Ecuador, Peru and Chile. 
Rains have been below normal in 
both Mexico and Haiti. 

Overall grain prospects in the 
Middle East remain favourable 
except in Afghanistan where there 
was less area sown and floods, and 
in Southern Yemen, the FAO 
said. 

In the Far East, spring rains 
benefited crops over most of 
China as well as in Malaysia, 
Pakistan and Thailand, but 
flooded parts of Indonesia. Dxy 
April weather speeded India’s 
wheat harvest , but adversely 
affected maize in Nepal and the 
Philippines.

KARACHI, May 30 (R ) — Pakistan is discussing with the World 
Bank a SI 00 milli on drinking water supply scheme for Karachi, 
the Associated Press of Pakistan news agent? reported yesterday. 
Pakistan will provide 50 per cent of the finance for the scheme, 
which will supply drinking water for over 10 million people.

' Declarer cleared the remain- 
ing trump, ending in dummy, 
and then led the queen of 
clubs. Obsessed with “cover- 
ing an honor,” East inserted 
the king. Declarer won the 
ace and successfully finessed 
. the nine of clubs, and the con- 
tract was home. 

The play of the king of 
clubs by East was simply 
silly— on no lie of the cards 
could it gain. You should 
never cover an honor unless 
it. can prove useful to do so. 
When touching honors are 
led from dummy, the prac- 
tical rule is: “Don’t cover the 
first honor that is led if it is 
just as easy to cover the next 
time.” In other words, only 
coyer the last of a sequence 
of honors. 

Applying this principle to 
the present case, East should 
. refrain from covering the 
queen of clnbs when it is 
led— he must not cover the 
' top of a sequence. But when 
the jack of clubs is led— the 
Last card of the sequence— 
East covers, and the 
defenders must score a dub 
for the setting trick.

Denny, 5-4, gave up all four bits, striking out four and walking 
four, including the first two men in the eighth, before Cruz came 
on. Cruz moved down the next three Brewers in a row, finishing 
the inning by striking out Gorman Thomas, last year 1 s American 
League home run champion. 

Johnson singled to open the Cleveland third inning and moved 
to third on Duane Kuiper’s single. He scored on a single by Tom 
Veryzer and Kuiper came home on Rick Manning’ s sacrifice fly to 
give the Indians a 2-0 lead. 

Johnson's third home of the season came in the fourth off 
Milwaukee starter Moose Haas, 5-4. Orta hit his third homer in 
the seventh, following a single by Manning. 

In the only other American League game played yesterday, 
Minnesota's Landreaux extended his hitting streak to 30 games 
with two singles as the Twins took a 5-2 victory over the Chicago 
White Sox. 

Landreaux is only the 27th player in major league history to hit 
safely in 30 or more games. 

Jerry Koosmarin got the victory, allowing five hits and striking 
out five lo tie John Clarkson for 35th place on the all-time list with 
1,998 strikeouts. 

In the National League, catcher Ed Ott doubled in the go- 
ahead run m the fifth inning, then scored the eventuual winning 
run on Dale Berra's hit to lead the Pittsburg Pirates to a 5-4 
victory over tbe Philadelphia Phillies. The victory boosted the 
Pirates back into first place by one game over the Phillies in the 
NL East. 

Bob Welch fired a one-hitter, facing the minimum 27 batters, as 
the Los Angles Dodgers blanked the Atlanta Braves 3-0. Welch 
retired the first 1 1 Braves before Larvell Blanks singled to left 
centre. Chris Chambliss then grounded into a double play and 
Welch, 5-1, was perfect the rest of the way. 

Reggie Smith homered in the first inning to lead the Dodger 
attack. 

Three borne runs by Johnny Bench powered tbe Cincinnati 
Reds to a 5-3 victory over the San Diego Padres. It was the third- 
time in Bench's career that he has hit three homers in one game.

U.K. budget contribution 


BRUSSELS, May 30 (R) - European Common Market foreign 
ministers today agreed on a formula to grant Britain's demand 
for a substantial cut in its EEC budget contribution, but final 
government approval was needed before it became effective. 

Italian Foreign Minister Emilio factory but added: “I recognise it 


Colombo, who chaired a minis- 
terial meeting on the issue which 
has bedevilled Community work 
over the past year, said of the 
accord: "There are no winners 
and no losers.” 

Mr. Colombo, who earlier 
asked ministers to strive for a sol- 
ution by tomorrow, said that all 
foreign ministers had approved 
the plan which offered Britain a 
cut of SI.

Despite Mr. Colombo's refer- 
ence to a recommendation, British 
sources said the foreign secretary 
only intended to inform the Brit- 
ish government of todays EEC 
decision, implying that he would 
not deliver an outright recom- 
mendation. 

The plan appeared to be less 
favourable to Britain on first 
examination than a proposal 
already rejected by Mrs. Thatcher 
in Luxembourg a month ago. 

But experts said that although it 
would mean higher contributions 
than those put forward in Lux- 
embourg, the offer was in fact 
generous given new EEC Com- 
mission projections for higher 
overall EEC budget spending this 
year and next. 

French sources said Lord Car- 
rington told his colleagues that 
Britain was unlikely to consider 
their new offer entirely satis-

‘ Against NATO chemical attack’ 

Soviet Union equipping its 
army with new technology 


MOSCOW, May 30 (R) - The 
Soviet Union is equipping its army 
with new technology including 
battlefield computers to fight off a 
chemical warfare attack by 
NATO, a senior military officer 
said here today. 

Colonel-General V. Pikalov, 
commander of Soviet chemical 
troops, wrote in the armed forces 
newspaper Krasnaya Zvezda (Red 
Star) that the West was preparing 
new types of chemical weapons for 
use against the Soviet Union. 

He said NATO manoeuvres 
envisaged the sudden use from the 
start of hostilities of highly toxic 
agents. Each West German 
motorised infantry division had 
more than 120 weapons capable 
of delivering chemical warheads, 
and each American division had 
more than 150. 

General Pikalov claimed that 
Britain recently opened a special 
centre for the manufacture of 


Schmidt: Bonn-Moscow 
relations are ‘satisfactory’ 


BONN, May 30 (AP) - Chan- 
cellor Helmut Schmidt conferred 
today with Soviet Deputy- 
Premier Nikolai Tikhonov and 
afterward declared through his 
spokesman that relations between 
Moscow and Bonn were "satis- 
factory." 

State secretary Klaus Boelling, 
the government’s chief spokes- 
man. quoted Mr. Schmidt as say- 
ing that although bilateral ties 
were satisfactory, “the present 
international situation is not con- 
ducive to these relations.” 

The chancellor was apparently 
referring to tensions between the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union following Moscow’s incur- 
sion into Afghanistan last 
December. 

During a press conference, Mr. 
Boelling said Mr. Schmidt and the 
Soviet official discussed a recently 
completed German-Soviet 
economic accord, plans for the 
chancellor to visit Moscow, and “a 
series of non-economic ques- 
tions” on which he refused to 
elaborate. 

But the topics presumably 


included Mr. Schmidt's proposal 
that NATO and the Warsaw Pact 
suspend deployment of medium- 
range nuclear "missiles in Europe 
to give the two blocs time to 
negotiate a new weapons accord. 

Mr. Tikhonov, a Politburo 
member, is the highest-ranking 
Soviet official to visit West Ger- 
many since the Soviets moved into 
Afghanistan. His visit is seen as a 
clear sign that both Bonn and 
Moscow want to continue 
economic and politick coop- 
eration despite differences over 
Afghanistan and the Olympic 
boycott. 

West Germany and Norway are 
the only European NATO mem- 
bers whose national Olympic 
Committees have agreed to sup- 
port President Carter's boycott 
call. 

The Schmidt-Tikhonov talks 
followed announcement in Bonn 
late yesterday that the two coun- 
tries had agreed to expand 
economic cooperation in such 
areas as energy and raw materials 
delivery despite the East-West 
chill. 
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year but no precise figure. 

If Britain rejected the new 
compromise, it would certainly 
plunge the Common Market into 
crisis. ^ 

Some EECsources said it would 
raise the whole question of British 
commitment to Europe and would 
probably create an eight-nation 
market ranged against an isolated 
Britain. 

Mr. Colombo told the closing 
press conference that the disputes 
leading up to this week’s meeting 
had caused “a kind of stagnation.'' 
It had prevented the EEC from 
“asserting its identity at a tune of 
international crisis," he said.

The article made it dear that 
despite the denials, Soviet ground 
troops were being giving extensive 
‘training to fight a war in a chem- 
ical environment and their equip- 
ment was being perfected.

“Our troops are armed with 
special vehicles and armoured 
transporters protected against 
radioactivity, and with automatic 
and semi-automatic instruments 
to detect and pinpoint in a few 
seconds contamination in the air 
and on the ground,” the general 
wrote. 


ISLAMABAD. May 30 — The

despite the martial law ban. 

He said General Zia had vio- 
lated Pakistan's constitution and 
was unable to bear the slightest 
restraint on his absolutism. 

Earlier this week, General Zia 
amended the constitution to cur- 
tail the power of the courts and to 
prevent any legal challenge to his 
regime. 

The general s move came on the 
eve of a Punjab high court judg- 
ment on a writ petition from 
Asghar Khan, seeking to declare 
that General Zia was con- 
stitutionally bound to hold elec- 
tions within 90 days. 

Mr. Kasuri, a prominent lawyer, 
said: “Zia's action leads me to 
think he was worried the judge- 
ment would be against him. The 
way Zia is behaving demonstrates 
that fear has overtaken him.”

NEW DELHI. May 30 (AP) - 
The forces led by Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi and her son, San- 
jay, were heavy favourites to crush 
the splintered opposition this 
week in their first rest since the 
national election returned them to 
power last January. 

Amid scattered violence, bal- 
lots were cast in 860 districts for 
state assembly members Wed- 
nesday while campaigning con- 
tinued in another 1,367 districts 
scheduled to vote tomorrow. 
Counting in all nine states 
involved, the most populous and 
important in India, starts Sunday 
and results are expected Monday. 

More than 20 persons had been 
killed by the-time the three -week 
campaign officially ended yes- 
terday and more than 250 were 
injured, some seriously, in clashes 


Carter defends his foreign, economic policies 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, May 30 (R) 
President Carter said yesterday 
the United States will stand alone 
without allies if necessary against 
the challenges of aggression. 

In his first openly political trip 
of this election year, Mr. Carter 
made a ringing defence of his fore- 
ign and economic policies before a 
large and cheering crowd in 
Ohio’s capital. He said repeatedly 
that the United Slates had “turned 
the tide.” 

He made no reference either to 
Senator Edward Kennedy, his 
challenger for the Democratic 
Party presidential nomination, or 
to Mr. Ronald Reagan, who 
appears to have clinched the 
Republican Party nomination. 

Both Mr. Reagan and Senator 
Kennedy were also campaigning 


in Ohio today before next Tues- 
day's primary elections. 

Mr. Carter did respond, clearly 
if indirectly, to America's allies, 
who have given only reluctant 
support to administration policies 
on Iran and Afghanistan. 

When possible, he said, the 
United States would meet the 


challenges of international ter- 
rorism and aggression “with other 
nations at our side." 

“But I can tell you... we will 
stand alone if necessary.” 

Standing in his shirtsleeves in 
late spring heat.

Taiwan looks to the mainlan

TAIPEI, Taiwan — To the 
nationalist Chinese here, the 
People's Republic of China 
160 kilometres across the 
Taiwan Strait is stili the “ bandit 
district .” Peking, which means 
northern capital in Chinese, is 
still called Peiping, or northern 
city, because the obstinate 
nationalists say Taiwan is the 
capital of China. 


Officially, Taiwan remains 
unswervingly and vociferously 
anti-communist. The nationalist 
Chinese government, which the 
late Chiang Kai-shek founded, is 
still dedicated to the sacred mis- 
sion of recovering the mainland 
from which it fled in 1949. It 
scorns all overtures from the 
Chinese communists and offers of 
peaceful reunification as tricks, 
traps and plots. 

Behind the rhetoric, however, 
some influential segments of 
Taiwan’s population are quietly 
pursuing pragmatic relations with 
the People’s Republic, especially 
an economic detente that conld 
prove lucrative. 

“A dream is a dream, and you 
can’t go back — recovering tbe 
mainland is nonsense,” said one 
moderate source dose to tbe gov- 
ernment.
